OTTAWA, May 20. — (CP) — 
The Canadian element in the 
R.A.F. will increase rapidly in the 
near future and now represents 
about 25 per cent of all person- 
nel, apart from those serving in 
R.C.A.F. squadrons overseas, Air 
Marshal Harold (Gus) Edwards, 
air officer commanding-in-chief 
of the R.C.A.F. overseas, said 
today at a press conference ere. 
Back in Canada for one of his 
periodical visits to consult with of- 
ficials of the air department on 
matters of policy and administra- 
tion, the air marshal said the “in- 
vasion” of Europe “is on.”° 
He referred to bombing, and said 
he could not discuss any other kind 
of “invasion” because that was in 
other hands. 


“INVASION IS ON” 

“The invasion is on and has been 
on for some time,” he said. “Our 
airmen fly right into the heart of 
Germany every night when the 
weather is fit and drop their 
bombs where it is believed they 
will be most effective.” 

The air marshal would not com- 
mit himself on whether the war can 
be won by bombing because, he 
said, aircraft have to be allocated 
to different areas in accordance 
with need and policy. 

“1 will say this, however, he 
added. “Given the necessary. 
numbers of aircraft and the ne- 
cessary weight of bombs, a na- 
tion could be brought to its 
knees in a given space of time. 
“I am supported in that view by 
Sir Arthur Harris, chief of the 
bomber command, who, I think it 
will be agreed, is an expert on 
bombing.” 

The value of strategic bombing 
is not generally understood, he said.

German Attacks 
In Kuban Area

MOSCOW, May 20—(AP)—New 
German counter-attacks in the 
Kuban valley, fed by fresh re- 
serves of men and tanks, have 
been smashed by Red army artil- 
lery and planes, the Russians an- 
nounced today, with heavy losses 
inflicted on the Nazis as they 
made their second unsuccessful 
effort in two days to cross a@ 
river in the Kuban delta. 

There was constant air and land 
action all along the Russian-Ger- 
man front from the Karelian isth- 
mus north of Leningrad, where the 
Finns were reported to have mann- 
ed their forward lines with more 
heavy guns, to northeast of Novo- 
rossick, where the Germans still 
held their positions in the Black 
Sea port.* 

GERMAN REPORT 

(There was no confirmation from 
Russian sources of claims voiced by 
the German radio that Russian 
troops had launched sharp attacks 
on German lines in the Staraya 
Russa sector near Lake Ilmen, south 
of Volkhovo, and near Ore! and Bel- 
gorod, 

(The Tribune de Geneve, in 
Switzerland, also carried a Ber- 
lin dispatch quoting German mili- 
tary circles as saying the Rus- 
sians were developing big troop 
movements in the Taman penin- 
sula of the Caucasus, above Kursk 
and south of Leningrad.) 

Fighters and bombers, with the 
Red air force holding superiority, 
continued major scale battles in the 
sky. The German air fleet made 
repeated efforts to raid Leningrad. 
At least eight German craft were 
brought down in air duels and oy 
anti-aircraft fire on the city's ap- 
proaches, the noon communique

HIT AT SHIPPING 

In addition to the attack on Ber. 
lin during the night, Allied planes 
hit at enemy airdromes, railroads 
and inland shipping in northern 
France and Belgium. 

The raid on Berlin was presumed 
to be light. Not, a single Mosquito 
bomber was lost. 

It was the 65th raid of the war 
on the German capital. Other 
raids on Berlin carried out within 
a week were on the nights of May 
13, 158 and 16. 

Last night's operations by light 
bombers and fighter planes opened 
the second week of intensive aerial 
warfare over Europe by the Allies.

Date Not Set 


TORONTO, May 20.—(CP)— 
Premier Nixon said today that 
Ontario daily is coming closer to 
an election but the “zero hour” 
for issuance of writs is uncer- 
tain, 

He added he agreed “100 per 
cent” with the suggestion that a 
provincial general election should 
be held as soon as possible. 

He was commenting on an editor- 
ial in the Windsor Star which said 
an election “is something to be got 
over so that we may settle down to 
our main task .... An election 
should be held as quickly as pos- 
sible.” 

He said the election machinery is 
being readied. 


SHORT CAMPAIGN , 


“IT don't see any advantage in long 
drawn campaigns and I have no in- 
tention of initiating such. I believe 
the people should have the oppor- 
tunity of selecting the government 
they want with a minimum of dis- 
turbance.” 

He reiterated a previous state- 
ment that if he calls an election be- 
fore Canadian troops go into action 
that the election will be held re- 
gardless of subsequent action over- 
seas, 


Asked if he thought a definite 
decision would be ready by next 
week, Mr. Nixon replied: “I can’t 
tell the zero hour.” 

Earlier today the Toronto Tele- 
gram said decision on the holding 
of a general provincial election 
may be forthcoming next week. 

The paper said this was learned 
following yesterday's first session 
of Premier Harry Nixon's cabinet.

WASHINGTON, May 20.— 
American forces on Attu have 
captured vital Sarana Pass on 
the eastern-end of the island 
and are now poised to anni- 
hilate the remaining Japanese 
defenders trapped in the Chi- 
chagof Harbor area, the Unit- 
ed States Navy disclosed to- 
day. 

Except for isolated snipers, the 
Japanese forces had been driven 
into a position where their only 
alternatives, apparently, are 
death or surrender, Compressed 
in a relatively small space, the 
Japanese are now liable to pul- 
verizing blows from the. sea and 
air as well as from the forces 
driving against them by land. 
The end of the joint army-navy 
campaign to expel the Japanese 
from the westernmost Aleutian 
Island—started May 11—appeared 
to be imminent. 


SEIZE AIRFIELD 

The partially built airfield on 
the island, which the Japanese had 
under construction, has been seized 
by the American forces. 

The navy's announcement of the 
capture of Sarana Pass followed a 
press conference disclosure of U.S. 
Secretary of War Henry L. Stim- 
son. That American forces which 
landed on both sides of the island 
had effected a juncture and cap- 
tured the Holtz Bay area, not far 
from Chichagof Harbor. 

The operations on land are be- 
ing carried out entirely by U.S. 
army forces under the command 
of Maj.-Gen, Euguen M. Lan- 
drum. The forces which landed 
on Holtz Bay were commanded 
by Col. Frank L, Culin, Jr. 
Stimson said he had not been 

advised of the identity of the offi- 
cer directly commanding the 
Massacre Bay forces.

Africa Victory 
Reveals Aerial 
Striking Power 


LONDON, May 20—(CP)—The 
air ministry in a “Tunisian bal- 
ance sheet” said today that vic- 
torious African campaign had 
demonstrated that the Allies had 
the right types of aircraft, pilots 
and crews, with enough ability 
and co-operation to “meet all 
phases of the new form of co- 
ordinated warfare.” 

It said that in the six months 
from the African landings to the 
end of the drive, May 7, a total of 
1,696 enemy planes were destroyed 
in combat compared to a loss of 
576 Allied aircraft. Unofficial but 
authoritative estimates showed at 
least as many more Axis plans were 
destroyed on the ground. 


20,000 TONS BOMBS 

In the same period North African 
air forces dropped more than 20,000 
tons of bombs on docks, shipping, 
landing grounds, supply bases and 
enemy armor, transport and front- 
line positions. 

Also, at least 95 ships were sunk 
in air attacks by the Allies, in- 
cluding the Italian cruiser Trieste 
and seven destroyers. 

The greatest single day’s air of- 
fensive was on May 6, when the 
Allies, driving into Tunis and 
Bizerte, laid a carpet of bombs 
four miles tong, 1,000 yards wide 
and requiring 2,500 sorties and 
1,250,000 pounds of bombs. 

“The greatest lesson learned from 
the North African campaign,” the 
summary said, “Is that provided 
local air superiority is achieved, ao 
army can withstand a strong attack 
if the attack is followed by well- 
planned air bombardment.”

Favored by Benes 


NEW YORK, May 20.—(AP)—Dr.

And with facts which 
must inspire action, he sets out the 
danger in which Russia now 
stands,” The Daily Mail said, add- 
ing that the implication of the 
entire address was that “cost may 
be reduced and the war shortened 
if each of the United Nations plays 
the part it is best fitted to play.” 

Applauding the vital unity 

theme, a Times editoria! said the 
speech “supplied an answer can- 
did and cogent to some recent 
complaints” that the war in the 
east was being sacrificed for the 
war in the west and “energetic- 
ally repudiated any suspicion that 
there is a lack of resolution in 
the British attitude to Asiatic 
campaigns.”

In Unity Is Victory 


Mr. Churchill never made a more time- 

ly, and perhaps never a more important,, 

than that which he delivered yes- 
terday before the Congress of the United 
States. It ranks in aptness and impelling 
force with the clarion calls by which he 
rallied the people of Great Britain and the 
British dominions when for a long and 
tragic year they faced alone the unbridled 
fury of the Axis powers. 

His theme was the vital necessity of un- 
‘broken and unrestricted unity between the 
United States and the British Empire. 
Standing together there was “almost noth- 
ing” they could not accomplish. The vic- 
tory in North Africa was an instance of 
what they could do acting in concert. By 
their joint action one continent had been 
freed from the grip of the aggressors, and 
by the continued combination of their 
forces and resources the like result could 
be achieved in other theatres. 

The cheers which greeted this plea for 
whole-hearted partnership bespoke the 
agreement of the Congressmen that in 
unity between these nations lies the as- 
surance that the Allies will emerge vic- 
torious. 

Mr. Churchill took occasion to remove 
any suspicion that the defeat of Japan was 
Solely the concern of the United States. 
Britain and the dominions are no less con- 
cerned, because they have interests at 
stake which gre quite as great. He pledg- 
ed in in the strongest possible terms 
that British forces will march, sail and fly 
wtih those of the United States in retriev- 
ing the disasters suffered at the hands of 
the Japanese and exacting repayment for 
the injuries. 

The Prime Minister explained that the 
broad strategy adopted by the governing 
and military authorities of the two coun- 
tries is based on the principle that the de- 
feat of Japan would not cripple Hitler's 
power, but the destruction of Hitlerism 
would make possible such a concentration 
against Japan as Tokyo could not with- 
stand. The general plan therefore had been 
adopted to concentrate first on knocking 
out the Axis in Europe. 

But this did not mean that the Pacific 
area is to be neglected. On the contrary, 
forces were being assembled there for 
opening and maintaining offensive action. 
In particular, aid was to be given to China 
in the fullest measure and in the shortest 
possible time. 

To Canadians this is directly interest- 
ing because it is understood that a large 
part of the assistance that is to be given 
to our Allies under the mutual-aid bill now 
before parliament will go to China. 


Mr. Churchill stressed, naturally 

enough, the part that Allied air forces have 
played and are now playing in both the 
European and the Oriental theatres. He 
gave no hint that plans for an invasion 
of Hitler's Europe have been postponed, 
but quite openly stated that the theory 
would be put to experimental] test as to 
whether Germany and Italy can be render- 
ed powerless by air attack. There can be, 
he said, “No harm in finding out"”—which 
seemed to meét the hearty approval of the 
Representatives and Senators. 
_ If Herr Hitler and 01 Duce were listen- 
ing, they could get as little satisfaction 
from this part of the speech as Tojo can 
extract from the promise of intensified at- 
tack on Japan culminating in its munitions 
centres being reduced to “ashes”. The Eur- 
Opean conspirators will see in this a di- 
rect assurance that their worst apprehen- 
Sions are to be fulfilled. Nor can they 
write it off as an empty boast, for with it 
went the official statement that Allied air 
power now “greatly exceeds” that of all 
the Axis countries combined, while in pro- 
ducing planes and training airmen the 
United Nations have struck a pace the 
enemy cannot match. 

Mr. Churchill confirmed the general 
understanding that the problem of the 
Allies now is less the production of muni- 
tions and the creation of armies than the 
transportation of these to the areas of 
combat and their employment where and 
in such numbers as will most surely work 
maximum harm to the enemy, 

On this score he had the gratifying 
word that new construction has for many 
months exceeded the loss of transport 
vessels, while the killing of Axis submar- 
ines during the last three months “and 
particularly the last three weeks” has 
broken all records. The submarine, he ad- 
mitted, is the most fearful weapon in the 
Axis control, but was confident that it can 
and will be effectively countered. 

As a warning against over-estimating 
the catastrophe which befell the enemy in 
Tunisia, Mr. Churchill said the Allies there 
had disposed of fifteen hostile divisions. 
but they must not forget that 190 divisions 
are facing the Russians, who may be call- 
ed upon to withstand a mightier “hammer 
blow” than was aimed at them last year or 
the before.

Baldwin set up as the miracle man 
ef modern warfare, has been out- 
thought, outmanoeuvred and out- 
fought by British generals until he 
was made to look like a novice. 

So Mr. Baldwin has turned his at- 
tention to another group of incom- 
petents. This time he finds it is 
the American generals who are “not 
impressive.” They have not a suf- 
ficiently determined attitude. 

Now one might argue with Mr. 
Baldwin on his own ground and 
point out that the generals of a 
democracy never get into their! 
stride until two or three years of|

This cleaning tip was given to me 
just the‘other day, so I can't yours 
for it, however, it seems quite rea- 
sonable. Precious cleaning hours | 
can be saved by applying a coat of! 
liquid wax to pewter bowls, cop- 
per pots, brass candlesticks and 
andirons after polishing them well. 
My friend says they will stay bright 
for months. 


Protects Leather 


Paper or parchment lamp shades, 
or those finished with metal paint, | 
can be made to last much longer 
than ordinarily by applying liquid | 
wax when new.

Even when we embarked upon the 
several crusades—and surely the re- 
lease of the Holy Sepulchre was a 
project colorful enough to awaken 
the genius in anybody—we made a 
terrific hash of it. 

Most of our fighting was done in 
quite illegitimate places, for in- 
stance when we took time out to 
massacre our brethren of the East- 
ern Church in Constantinople and 
adjacent points. 

Shakespeare was one of the great- 
est geniuses of all ages. Yet it is 
doubtful if Shakespeare would ever 
have written a line had he not found 
that holding horses in front of the 
Globe theatre in London did not 
earn him enough for cakes and ale, 

Opportunity is an essential fac- 
tor in greatness. So is the desire 
to do great things. 

Our British generals have gone 
through the period of apathy. Their 
greatness has been awakened. 

Mr. Hanson W. Baldwin need not 
worry too much about the capacity 
of his compatriots.

Churchill said “we must do every- 
thing in our power that is sensible 
and practicable to take more of the 
weight off Russia tn 1943,” 

This might mean, observers 
here said, that a second front in 
Europe would be offered to Stalin 
in return for air bases against 
Japan. For, speaking of the 
smashing air attacks on Germany 
and Italy, Mr. Churchill also said 
“It is all agreed between us that 
we should at the earliest moment 
similarly bring our joint air 
power to bear upon the military 
targets in the homelands of 
Japan.” 

Devastating air attacks on Japan 
of the same scale as in Europe 
would require bases much closer 
to that country than those now 
available, in the Washington view. 
Bases within easy bombing range 
of Japanese objectives lie in the 
Soviet Far East, particularly on the 
Kamchatka peninsula.

In Food Parley |Government Will Issue 


Certificates to Show 


Very Important

OTTAWA, May 20. — Though 
the public has paid little attention 
to. the United Nations food con- 


ference now in session at Hot 
Springs, Va., this meeting is seen 
by Ottawa authorities as one of 
the most important of its kind 
ever held. it is not putting too 
much emphasis on the food con- 
ference to say that from it may 
flow the entire future shape of 
Canada’s position in the world as 
a leading food producing nation. 


The Canadian public should not 
overlook, an informed source said, 
the true nature of the Virginia 
meeting. The conference is at the 
technical level, that is, that‘it is a 
meeting of experts whose first task 
is to discover working basis for 
continued co-operation in two long- 
range fields: 


ESTABLISH STANDARDS 


1—The possibility of establishing 
international nutrition standards 
which will fulfil’the Atlantic Chart- 
er’s plank of freedom from want. 


2—The possibility of integrating 
the food-producing capacity of the 
world in order to assure mainten- 
ance of high levels of nutrition. 


This is not a war conference; it 
is post-war, It will not deal with 
food relief as a war problem; that 
is a matter for other conferences 
net yet organized on a United 
Nations scale. Canada will be in- 
terested naturally in food relief; 
but in long-term post-war food 
policy, the whole economic posi- | 
tion of Canadian agriculture is at 
stake. } 

In due course, international | 
treaty obligations may arise from 
the Virginia conference. But these 
are still in the future. It is at | 
present solely a conference of ex- 
perts, on whom rest the task of 

reaching a working basis among 
nations on future food policy. It 
may easily become a precedent to 
be foJlowed in future as the United 
Nations’ technique in working out 
mutual problems arising in the com- 
ing new world order.

Refundable Income Tax 


OTTAWA, May 20.—(CP)—Revenue Minister Gibson | 


told a press conference yesterday that 2,000,000 Canadians 
completing income tax forms this year should average about 


15 minutes for the job against

the old, more complicated forms. 
The minister showed news- * headings of expenses, income and 


papermen samples of the new 
simplified form for persons re- | 
ceiving less than $3,000 income | 
annually. A detailed table on the | 
form permits a taxpayer to as- | 
certain his tax liability quickly, 
The notice of assessment sent to 
every taxpayer, showing the amount | 
due and the amount paid, will con-,| 
tain a certificate setting out the, 
total of refundable taxes for the | 
year. 


KEEP CERTIFICATES 

The taxpayer will keep these cer- | 
tificates, year by year, and when | 
the war is over and the refundable! 
portion is about to be repaid by 
the government he will know his 
position exactly. 

The new, simplified form applies | 
to 1942 income, and must be filed 
before June 30, even by those who 
know they have paid their tax in 
full through deductions at the 
source of income. Through such re- 
turns, and the subsequent notice of 
assessment, both the government 
and the taxpayer will know the 
exact position of the refundable 
tax. 

Col. Gibson, accompanied at the 
conference by Fraser Elliott, com- 
missioner of income tax, gave these 
statistics: 

Tax collections in 1943 by the 
income tax branch, from all | 
sources, are expected to total | 
$1,824,000,000-—more than all sim- 
ilar collections in the years from 
1915 to 1939 inclusive, when the 
total was $1,581,000,000. 

Income tax was paid by 250,000 
Canadians in 1939; 2,000,000 will pay 
in 1943. 


COLLECTION COSTS 
The cost of collecting income tax | 


in the fiscal year 1939-40 was $1.85) 
for each $100; in 1942-43 it was 4@ 
cents for each $100. | 

The staff of the income tax 
branch has risen from 1,286 in 1939 
to 3,775 in 1943; but the branch still 
has insufficient staff to keep pace 
with the increased work, and 200 
accountants could be used at once, 

Persons with incomes or more 
than $3,000 annually will not be 
issued with a simplified form, but 
they may collect from income tax 
offices detailed tables to assist 
them in computing what they owe | 
the government. 

Calculations for those in the 
“below $3,000" bracket will be fac- 
ilitated by a ruling of the depart. 
ment that taxpayers will not be re- |

The plague of mosquitoes 
that has hit Edmonton recalls 
to mind the fact that air- 


planes have been used suc- 
cessfully to destroy these 
pests in swampy districts in 
the eastern and southern 
States. 

Some years before the war the 
U.S. Marine Corps conducted ex- 
periments with scattering mos- 
quito poison from planes over 
breeding areas. Written accounts 
of the experiments claimed they 
were highly successful. 

Of course the planes didn’t at- 
tempt to battle the buzzing hordes 
of live mosquitoes, They dropped, 
or sprayed, the poison over the 
swampy ground where the young 
mosquitoes were being hatched.

The American experiment is said 
to have resulted in a marked de- 
crease in the number of men from 
the armed forces admitted to hos- 
pitals with fevers of the type carried 
by mosquitoes. 

The Alberta mosquito is not so 
deadly. At least he doesn’t carry 
malaria or yellow fever, as his 
brother of the tropics does, This 
is not so difficult to understand 
either if you have ever been blitz- 
ed by a goodly flock of Alberta 
mosquitoes. 

These fellows never leave any- 
thing they carry, with their victim, 
because it is all a one-way operation 
with any Edmonton mosquito, He 
takes all he can get from you and 
doesn't waste any time leaving any- 
thing.

A special call is exepcted for 
teachers who are qualified for 
high-school work, and persons 
with the standing required for en- 
rolment with the University of 
Atberta faculty of education are 
urged to enrol! without delay for 
an accelerated teacher training 
course, which began at .the fac- 
ulty of education on May 17. 
Teachers holding elementary and 

intermediate school certificates, 
and who have completed the work 
of the first undergraduate year at 
the university, may qualify for an 
interim junior certificate for high 
school teaching. Attendance at the 
faculty of education's summer 
school courses in 1943 and 1944 is 
necessary for the certificate, but it 
was emphasized that students with 
the above qualifications, who suc- 
cessfully complete the 1943 summer 
school work, will be authorized to 
aecept high-school teaching posi- 
tions during the 1943-44 school year. 
Requirements for complete certifi- 
cation will be completed at the 1944 
summer session. 


FURTHER PROVISION 

It was also announced by the 
education department that teachers 
whose interim first class certifi- 
cates have expired, or whose per- 
manent first class certificates have 
lapsed because they have not 
taught in the last five years, may 
have their certificates reinstated 
with the approval of the minister 
of education, after attendance at 
summer school. 

Teachers who hold permanent 
second class certificates, or a certi- 
ficate of a higher grade, may have 
them reinstated on the recom- 
mendation of an inspector, after 
attendance at the 1943 summer ses- 
sion. 

The department urges teachers 
who wish to have their certificates 
reinstated to make the necessary 
arrangements with the department, 
and to have their summer school 
program approved before the sum- 
mer sessions start.

Duchew 
Well Loved 


By ALLAN NICKLESON 

LONDON, May 20.— (CP) —A 
chance glimpse of a pretty face 
from a railway train by a handsome 
young Duke renowned as a sports- 
man and inheritor of 183,000 acres 
of property led to a great romance 
of the peerage. 

The member of the nobility was 
the Duke of Portland and the in- 
cident was recalled by his recent 
death at Welbeck Abbey, Worksop, 
England, at the age of 85. The girl 
on the lonely platform at Dornoch 
was Winnifred Dallas-Yorke and a 
whirlwind courtship ended in Bri- 
tain’s most eligible bechelor of the 
time leading to the altar his Duch- 
ess of whom he later said, “she’s 
not only the queen of my heart, but 
the queen of hearts wherever she 
goes.” 

They married in 1889. Before 
they met the girl had been told by 
a Gipsy Lee of those days that “you 
will make the finest match in Eng- 
land this year.” Miss Dallas-Yorke 
laughed, promised the gypsy a 
black silk dress if the propecy came 
true—and kept her promise after 
the wedding. 


BECAME QUEEN'S AIDE 

The Duchess, who survives along 
with three children, became Mis- 
tress of the Robes to Queen Alex- 
andra. She won the hearts of all 
her “friends and neighbors” as the 
Duke called his many tenants. 

The Duke, born William Caven- 
dish-Bentinck, was the sixth Duke 
of Portland in 1879 and remained a 
bachelor for 10 years during which 
he became a foremost turf figure 
and Welbeck shone as a brilliant 
centre of society. 

Most of. the $1,575,000 in prize 
money his horses won he put back 
into the Turf. His record winnings 
of one year—1889—went to charity. 
He built a row of almshouses and 
called them “The Winnings.” The 
Duke won 11 of Britain's classics, 
including a double Derby triumph. 
One of his racers, Donovan, won 
the Derby and the St. Leger 


AN EARLIER DUKE 

There were some shortly after 
the turn of the century wiio be- 
lieved the sixth Duke in danger of 
losing his scattered estates as well 
as his many titles 

That was the time of the notori- 
ous Druce case, one of the most as- 
tounding stories ever revealed in a 
court of law and later termed a 
“preposterous invention” by Sir 
Charles Baron, then Metropolitan 
Chief Magistrate. 

It was alleged that the founder 
of a London upholstery business, 
Thomas C. Druce, was in reality the 
fifth Duke of Portland, and that 
the fifth Duke, an eccentric who 
concentrated on subterranean tun- 
nels and chambers in the Abbey, 
had led a double life; that the fun- 
eral of Druce in 1864 was a mock 
affair and that the coffin was filled 
with lead. 

The case burst when the coffin 
was opened and found to contain 
the body of Druce. An instigator of 
the lawsuit, who claimed to be 
Druce’s daughter-in-law, was certi- 
fied insane.

Fifty students, who failed in 
recent examinations at the Uni- 
versity of Alberta, will be re- 
quired to relinquish their univer- 
sity studies, Or. Robert Newton 
stated Thursday. Under wartime 
regulations governing all Cana- 
dian universities, such students 
who fail to make passing per- 
centages in their examinations 
are eligible for war service. 
Deans of the various faculties; 

are preparing lists of those who| 
come under the regulation, Dr.| 
Newton said, and these lists are to 
be completed soon. 

Notifications of failure, in tripli-| 
cate, go to the students concerned, | 
the regional mobilization board,,; 
and the Wartime Bureau of Tech-| 
nical Personnel at Ottawa. | 

Thus, if a student is eligible for| 
military call-up by reason of his! 
having failed, he is called by the| 
mobilization board, provided the 
technical personnel bureau does 
not require his services

It is pointed out that in the case) 
of a senior student, a failure in one 


subject would automatically debar| | 


him from passing, but he could be; 
of use to the technical bureau be- 
cause of the subjects in which he 
made passing marks. Such a situa- | 
tion, however, would hardly affect 
students in their junior university | 
years, who would have little tech-| 
nical training. |

Flood 
waters have passed into the Fulda 
valley about 50 miles between the 
reservoir. 

Photographs of the Mohne 
area, it was stated, show that the 
floods had rushed through Nei- 
derense Neheim, which has @ 
population of $0,000, and last 
night had reached Froendenberg 
and Schwerte, 30 miles from the 
reservoir. 

“If the floods have passed on 
beyond Schwerte—as seems pos- 
sible—they have invaded very

ready,” the ministry said.

A coroner’s jury Wednesday 
afternoon found that Maurice 
Breauilt, 14 years old, came to his 
death by falling from a window 
at St. John's College, Edmonton, 
South Side, at approximately 5:45 
a.m. and died in the General 
hospital at 4 p.m., May 12.
